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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims 18-25, drawn to inventions nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 122805. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 15 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Satoh et al. (USPN 4,485,225), Jenkins et al. (USPN 4,649,186) or 
JP621 28754, each independently in combination with Moritani et al. (USPN 5,744,547), 
for reasons cited in the previous action. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 15 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Moritani et al. in view of Satoh et al., for reasons cited in the previous 
action. 
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5. Claims 8-1 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Satoh et al., Jenkins et al. or JP621 28754, each independently in combination with 
Moritani et al. above, and further in view of any single one of Ninomiya (USPN 
6,383,583), Akao (USPN 4,871,613) or Akao et al. (USPN 5,1 10,643 or 5,804,020), for 
reasons cited in the previous action. 

6. Claims 12-14 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Satoh et al., Jenkins et al. or JP621 28754, each independently in combination with 
Moritani et al. above, and further in view of any single one of Iwanami et al. (JP 
55012108) or Oozeki et al. (JP 57034148), for reasons cited in the previous action. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 12/01/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

8. In response to most of applicant's arguments against the references, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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9. Regarding the amount of the methoxy groups in the polymers of Satoh et al M 
applicant is directed to the examples for the amount of the methoxy functional initiators 
used. 

1 0. Regarding the amount of the methoxy groups in the polymers of Jenkins et al., 
applicant is directed to col. 3, lines 45-52 for the amount of the methoxy functional 
initiators used. 

11. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

12. Finally, the fact that applicant has recognized other advantages which would 
flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art, previously stated, cannot be 
the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex 
parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 
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13. It is noted that applicant did not present arguments against all the rejections, 
such as those based on JP621 28754. Applicant has not discusses all the cited 
references applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid these references 
or distinguish from them.
